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Lindy Hop 


Le Lindy Hop (ou Jitterbug) est une danse de rue qui 
s'est développée dans la communauté noire-américaine de 
Harlem (New York) vers la fin des années 1920, en 
parallèle avec le jazz et plus particulièrement le swing. 

Le Lindy Hop est un mélange de plusieurs danses 
provenant des quatre coins des États-Unis à partir des 
années 1900, principalement le charleston, le breakaway 
et le collegiate . Le Lindy Hop utilise les mouvements 
improvisés des danses africaines [Les( i uelles ?] avec la 
discipline de la structure en 6 et 8 temps des danses 
européennes. Le Lindy Hop est un mélange de danse en 
couple et séparée, venant de ses origines métissées. Les 
danses africaines séparent habituellement les hommes des 
femmes. La danse en couple est typiquement européenne. 
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Basic Charleston (Frida Segerdahl et 
Peter Loggins) 


Histoire 

Entre 1910 et 1950, Harlem était un lieu de divertissement, où les gens de tous horizons, toutes 
couleurs et toutes classes se réunissaient. Le « Cotton Club » présentait des artistes noirs et 
accueillait la riche clientèle blanche et glamour pendant que la salle de bal « Savoy », ouverte en 
1926, accueillait la clientèle plus modeste, à forte proportion noire. Le Savoy était malgré tout l'une 
des rares salles de bal intégrée, c'est-à-dire ouverte aux blancs et aux noirs. Le Savoy était le haut 
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lieu de la danse à Harlem et accueillait l'élite des danseurs dont la troupe des Whitey's Lindy 
Hoppers. La musique Swing et le Lindy Hop évoluèrent parallèlement dans ces salles de bal et 
principalement au Savoy. 

Dans les années 1910 et 1920, dans tous les vaudevilles, les professionnels montraient leurs talents 
au travers des claquettes et autres danses de cette période. Dans les années 1920 et 1930, les salles de 
bal américaines sponsorisèrent des concours de danse, au cours desquels les danseurs improvisaient 
et inventaient de nouveaux pas. C'est dans ce milieu que naquit le Lindy Hop. 

Légende communément acceptée : 21 mai 1927, Charles Lindbergh vient de traverser l'Atlantique, 
c'est le grand saut, "le Big Hop". C'est un événement mondial qui se fête partout dans le monde, 
notamment au Savoy. C'est à ce moment qu'un journaliste vient interviewer le meilleur danseur de 
l'époque (Georges "Shorty" Snowden), pour savoir ce qu'il dansait. Cependant, cette danse n'avait 
pas de nom particulier, et sans doute à court d'inspiration et/ou en hommage à "Lindy" (Charles 
Lindbergh), ce dernier répondit qu'il dansait le "Lindy Hop". 

Le Lindy Hop fut popularisé à travers tous les États-Unis par une troupe de danse professionnelle, 
les Whitey's Lindy Hoppers, dont les membres les plus connus sont Frankie Manning, Al Minns et 
Leon James. On peut voir ces danseurs dans des films comme Hellzapoppin, Un jour aux courses. 

Le Lindy Hop continue à évoluer aujourd'hui. Après une phase sombre entre 1950 et 1980, il est 
réapparu dans les années 1980 grâce à l'énergie de plusieurs groupes : les Harlem Hot Shots 
(Suède), la New York Swing Society (États-Unis) et les Jiving Lindy Hoppers (Angleterre). 
Aujourd'hui on danse à nouveau le Lindy Hop dans tous les États-Unis et dans le monde entier. 


La danse 

Le Lindy est une danse riche et diversifiée. Elle repose sur un rythme à huit temps et se danse sur des 
musiques Swing, avec un tempo allant de 20 à 70 mesures par minute (MPM). Le Lindy Hop est 
l'ancêtre du rock qui s'en rapproche par le style musical et le pas de base. Cependant, là où le rythme 
du rock est plus carré, le lindy se rapproche du boogie-woogie avec un style « swingué », arrondi. 

Le but d'une danse de bal ou société est de sortir, rencontrer des gens et de s'amuser. La plupart du 
temps les cavaliers demandent aux dames de leur accorder une ou plusieurs danses. De temps en 
temps, ce sera l'inverse. Ils peuvent parler autant qu'ils le souhaitent. Ainsi, Frankie Manning affirme 
qu'il demande toujours à sa cavalière quels pas elle connaît. 

Dans ces soirées ou bals, on rencontre des danseurs de niveaux très différents, donc la coopération 
avec son partenaire est aussi importante que la technique. La danse avec un nouveau partenaire 
consiste d'abord à s'ajuster. Que sait faire l'autre ? Qu'aime-t-il (elle) faire ? Danser avec un 
partenaire régulier permet de jouer mais aussi de connaître les nouvelles. Danser avec des débutants 
permet de travailler les pas de base. Danser avec des danseurs avertis permet d'essayer des pas 
difficiles ou inhabituels et d'improviser. 

Aujourd'hui, certains danseurs s'habillent avec des costumes d'époque des années 1920,1930 ou 
1940. Certains danseurs portent leurs plus beaux habits. D'autres considèrent que danser le Lindy 
Hop n'est pas un acte nostalgique et peuvent alors porter des jeans et des t-shirts. La plupart des 
garçons portent des pantalons larges, ce n'est pas forcément en référence au passé, mais peut-être 
également pour des raisons pratiques : le lindy se dansant très fléchi, le pantalon serré pourrait être 
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inconfortable. On pourra également remarquer qu'aujourd'hui, le Hip-Hop s'intégre très bien au 
lindy, ce qui redonne un second souffle de jeunesse à cette danse (cf. vidéo). 

Le Lindy Hop se danse habituellement dans des bals, soirées, bars, clubs, studio de danse ou fêtes 
privées. La plupart des clubs et studios proposent des cours pour débutants et des cours de 
perfectionnement. 

Les scènes typiques en Lindy Hop 

Le Circle 

Le Circle est le nom donné à l'arène formé par un attroupement de danseurs, laissant vide un espace 
circulaire. Alors, à tour de rôle, des couples de danseurs se lancent pour faire le show. Le circle se 
forme en général sur des musiques très rapides (où le tempo « dope » les danseurs). Le circle est un 
moment de convivialité qui se retrouve aussi dans d’autres danses (notamment en Hip Hop). Le 
circle se forme également à l’occasion de l’anniversaire d’un danseur ou d’une danseuse, qui, se voit 
invité pour une danse par une succession de partenaires. 


La danses des voleurs 

Le principe de la danse des voleurs est très simple : « si t’es seul, va prendre le/la partenaire d’un 
autre danseur ! ». Le danseur dépossédé de sa partenaire va alors se rapprocher d’un autre couple et y 
subtiliser avec plus ou moins de finesse la cavalière (inversement pour les danseuses). 


Le Snow-ball 

La ‘”Boule de Neige’” se fait sur une musique où 2 danseurs commencent à danser, et lorsque le 
speaker annonce « Snow-ball », le couple se sépare et va inviter 2 autres danseurs. Au « Snow-ball » 
suivant, il y aura 8 danseurs sur la piste et ainsi de suite, tout le monde se met à danser. Le speaker 
peut aussi annoncer des « Freeze » : tout le monde se fige alors en attendant que le speaker demande 
de repartir. 


Le shim-sham 

Il existe plusieurs Shim-Sham, cependant, celui de Frankie Mannin est très connu et souvent, au 
cours d’une soirée sur LA musique du Shim-Sham de Franckie, les danseurs se mettent alors à faire 
la chorégraphie. 


Un pas de base 

Le pas de base en 8 temps correspond (en très gros) à celui du rock (6 temps) auquel on aurait ajouté 
un « marche marche » entre les deux pas chassés. Pour ceux qui dansent le rock ou par simple 
curiosité, voici un tableau des pas : Temps concernant le pas, mouvement de jambe, pied concerné. 
Le mouvement est symétrique et calé sur la musique en 8 temps. 
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Le Lindy mélange aussi des pas en 6 temps dont le pas de 
base est identique au pas de base du Rock à six temps. 


Autrement dit, le pas de base est step-step, triple-step, step- 
step, triple-step. Proche du pas de Fox Trot : quick-quick, 
slow, quick-quick, slow. Le triple step est, en général effectué sur le rythme syncopé de la musique 
swing ce qui le différencie, par exemple, du cha-cha-cha. 

Le guidage 

Le guidage se fait au moyen de 3 éléments : 

i le corps, connecté à la partenaire par les mains (connexion) 
i le regard (placement spécifique du corps du partenaire) 
i l'oreille (écoute de la musique) 

Si le regard et l’oreille permettent d’exclure certains guidages (on ne marque pas de break en plein 
solo), c’est à travers la main que va passer la grande majorité de l’information. Or cette information 
est souvent très complexe et doit passer instantanément entre les deux partenaires. C’est pourquoi les 
lindy-hoppers se tiennent : 

i légèrement fléchis (augmentation de la stabilité, abaissement du centre de gravité) 
i la main en position « baise-main » (pour pouvoir bouger plus facilement la main de la danseuse) 
i le bras à angle droit « tonique » (ni crispé, ni mou, pour que toute l’information passe) 
i le buste tenu (une pression sur la main de la danseuse doit obligatoirement la faire reculer ou 
tourner) 

i en léger contrepoids l’un par rapport à l’autre, assurant la « connexion » entre les deux danseurs. 

Le Lindy Hop met l'accent sur la communication entre partenaires et la « connexion », sensation de 
tension musculaire entre le danseur et la danseuse. La connexion permet au cavalier de faire 
effectuer à la cavalière diverses variations, modifications des pas de la danseuse ou de ses 
déplacements. La connexion est le fruit de l'adaptation entre danseur et danseuse : pour avoir une 
position stable et équilibrée, la connexion doit avoir la même force de part et d’autre. Lorsque la 
danseuse est lâchée par le danseur, elle est libre d’effectuer toute variation qu'elle juge appropriée. 
D'autre part, la cavalière peut aussi « prendre le guidage » en dormant une information par 
l'intermédiaire de la connexion, et inverser les rôles : elle décide de ses mouvements et de ceux du 
cavalier.

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Les variations ou mouvements 

Les variations ou mouvements en lindy 
sont extrêmement variées, cependant, on 
retrouve toujours certains classiques : 

i Swing out : séparation du couple 
(départ en couple arrivée séparés) 
i Tum (lindy-) : aller-retour (départ 
séparés, aller-retour de la fille autour 
du garçon, arrivée séparés) 

■ Circle : reformation du couple (départ 
séparés, arrivée en couple) 
i Basic Charleston : kicks (Garçon : 
back step, kick pied gauche, pose, kick 
pied droit, retiens, léger kick arrière 
droit, pose pied droit. Fille : 
symétrique) 

i Charleston slide : charlestonjusqu'à4, 
à 5 on pose le PDG et PGF en arrière en fait glisser (slide) l'autre pied 
i Charleston stop and go : 

i Tandem : mouvement spécifique (la fille se retrouve devant le garçon ou l'inverse et ils font les pas 
du charleston) 

i Texas TommyTe garçon met le bras de sa partenaire dans son dos (dos de la partenaire) et la fait 
tourner sur place 

i Basket: le garçon amène la fille à sa droite et la fait revenir en tournant en sens inverse... 
i Balançoire: début comme le charleston sur 4 premiers temps, suivi de deux mouvements arrière / 
avant du couple 

Symbiose avec la musique 

Le Lindy est basé sur l'écoute de la musique : une musique très dynamique sera dansée de manière 
exubérante et rapide, un blues calme de manière très intime. Lorsqu'une phrase musicale monte, le 
cavalier doit ouvrir sa danse, et la fermer lorsque la phrase descend. De plus, les 8 temps du pas de 
base doivent correspondre aux 8 temps de la phrase musicale. Cette phrase se repère souvent par un 
double coup de caisse claire (ou de charleston) lorsqu'elle se termine (temps 7 1/2 et 8, souvent 
prolongés par un coup sur le 1 lors des breaks). 

Danser avec la musique permet d’avoir toujours sa variation qui commence et finit avec la phrase 
musicale, ce qui est très agréable et très pratique lors d’un break. 



Les breaks 

Les danseurs marquent aussi les breaks dans la musique (un break est une interruption passagère de 
la musique généralement du temps 1 au temps 8). Ces breaks sont annoncés par un coup de caisse 
claire faisant « taire » tous les autres instruments lors de : 

i la fin d’une structure musicale (fin d’une intro, fin d’un couplet, fin d’un refrain, fin du morceau) 
i la mise en valeur d’une phrase (chantée ou jouée), en général pour le refrain. 
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Le break doit être repéré par au moins un 
des deux danseurs. Ensuite une 
interprétation du break aura lieu, non 
seulement selon la musique, mais aussi 
selon l’interprétation du partenaire 
(improvisation).

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Quickstep 

Le quickstep est un genre de danse et fait plus spécialement partie des danses de salon de type 
standard. 

Dans les années 1920, plusieurs orchestres jouaient des morceaux de foxtrot trop vite ce qui n'était 
pas du goût de tout le monde et surtout pas des journalistes. Les gens parlaient d'un « Quick Time 
Fox Trot ». Le charleston a également eu une grande influence sur cette danse qui comme son nom 
l'indique, est une danse très rapide et très vivante, comprenant des sauts, des jetés et des chassés. 

Issu du Fox-Trot, le Quick-Step ne se voit guère que dans les compétitions de danses ou les soirées 
spécialisées compte-tenu des déplacements énormes qu'il demande. C'est une danse pleine 
d’exubérance, d'allégresse, pétillante, voire sautillante qui reflète le joie de vivre à l’Anglaise. ( 4 
temps, tempo de 48 mesures à la minute )

Jitterbug can be used as a noun to refer to a swing dancer or 
various types of swing dances, for example, the Lindy Hop, [1J 
Jive, and Éast Coast Swing. This has led to confusion within 
the dance community, because jitterbug can refer to different 
kinds of swing dances. It can also be used as a verb to mean 
the act of dancing to swing music. 

Various éditions of Arthur Murray's "How To Become a 
Good Dancer" contain the following text: "There are 
hundreds of régional dances of the Jitterbug type"; "A 
favorite with young New Yorkers is the Lindy Hop" (1947); 
"Whether it's called Swing, Lindy or Jitterbug..." (1954); 
"Formerly called Jitterbug, Lindy Hop and various other 
names in different parts of the country... Swing is the newer 
title" (1959). 


Early history 

The term jitterbug cornes from an early 20th-century slang 
term used to describe alcoholics who suffered from the 
"jitters" (i.e., delirium tremens). 1 "'""™ The term became 
associated with swing dancers who danced without any 
control or knowledge of the dance.In popular culture, it 
became generalized to mean swing dancers themselves, or a 
type of swing dance - for example "they danced the 
jitterbug", or the act of swing dancing - "People were top- 
notch jitterbugging, jumping around, cutting loose and going 
crazy". [3] 

Cab Calloway's 1934 recording of "Call of the Jitter 
Bug" (Jitterbug) [1] 

(http://www.cabcalloway.cc/recordings.htm) and the film "Cab Calloway's Jitterbug Party" [41 
popularized use of the word "jitterbug" and created a strong association between Calloway and 
jitterbug. Lyrics to “Call of the Jitter Bug” clearly demonstrate the association between the word 
jitterbug and the consumption of alcohol: 

If you'd like to be a jitter bug, 

First thing you must do is get a jug.

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Put whiskey, wine and gin within. 

And shake it ail up and then begin. 

Grab a cup and start to toss, 

You are drinking jitter sauce! 

Don't you worry, you just mug. 

And then you'll be a jitter bug! 

In the 1947 film Hi De Ho, Calloway includes the following fines in his song "Minnie the Moocher": 
"Woe there ain't no more Smokey Joe/ She's fluffed offhis hi-de-ho/ She's a solid jitterbug/ And she 
starts to eut a rug/ Oh Minnie's a hep cat now." 151 

Regarding the Savoy Ballroom, dance critic John Martin of The New York Times wrote the 
following: 

The white jitterbug is oftener than not uncouth to look at... but his Negro original is quite 
another matter. His movements are never so exaggerated that they lack control, and there is an 
unmistakable dignity about his most violent figures...there is a remarkable amount of 
improvisation ... mixed in... with Lindy Hop figures. Of ail the ballroom dances these prying 
eyes hâve seen, this is unquestionably the finest." 161 

Norma Miller wrote, however, that when "tourists" came to the Savoy, they saw a rehearsed and 
choreographed dance, which they mistakenly thought was a regular group of dancers simply 
enjoying social dancing. 171 

One text States that "the shag and single lindy represented the earlier popular basics" of jitterbug, 
which gave way to the double lindy when rock and roll became popular.® 

A young, White middle-class man from suburban Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania leamed to dance jitterbug 
in 1939 by going to the Black "Hill City" section of that city to watch dancers. They danced 
smoothly, without hopping and bouncing around the dance floor. "The hardest thing to leam is the 
pelvic motion. I suppose I always felt these motions are somehow obscene. You hâve to sway, 
forwards and backwards, with a controlled hip movement, while your shoulders stay level and your 
feet glide along the floor. Your right hand is held low on the girl’s back, and your left hand down at 
your side, enclosing her hand. 11 [91 

When he ventured out into "nearby mill towns, picking up partners on location," he found that there 
were White girls who were ''mill-town...lower class" and could dance and move "in the authenic, 
flowing style". "They were poor and less educated than my high-school ffiends, but they could really 
dance. In fact, at that time it seemed that the lower class a girl was, the better dancer she was, too." pl 

A number called "The Jitterbug" was written for the 1939 film The Wizard of Oz. The "jitterbug" 
was a bug sent by the Wicked Witch of the West to waylay the heroes by forcing them to do a 
jitterbug-style dance. Although the sequence was not included in the final version of the film, the 
Witch is later heard to tell the flying monkey leader, 'Tve sent a little insect on ahead to take the 
fight out of them." The song as sung by Judy Garland as Dorothy and some of the establishing 
dialogue survived ffom the soundtrack as the B-side of the dise release of Over the Rainbow. 

Popularity 

In 1944, with the United States' continuing involvement in World War II, a 30% fédéral excise tax 
was levied against "dancing" night clubs. Although the tax was later reduced to 20%, "No Dancing 
Allowed" signs went up ail over the country. Jazz drummer Max Roach argued that, "This tax is the 
real story why dancing ... public dancing per se... were [sic] just out. Club owners, promoters, 
couldn't afford to pay the city tax, State tax, govemment tax. 1101 
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World War II facilitated the spread of jitterbug across the Pacific and the Atlantic Océans. British 
Samoans were doing a "Seabee version" of the jitterbug by January 1944. 1111 Across the Atlantic in 
préparation for D-Day, there were nearly 2 million American troops stationed throughout Britain in 
May 1944. [121 Ballrooms that had been closed because of lack of business opened their doors. 
Working class girls who had never danced before made up a large part of the attendees, along with 
American soldiers and sailors. By November 1945 after the departure of the American troops 
following D-Day, English couples were being wamed not to continue doing energetic "rude 
American dancing." 1131 Time Magazine reported that American troops stationed in France in 1945 
jitterbugged [2] (http://www.time.com/time/magazine/article/0,9171,775896,00.html), andby 1946, 
jitterbug had become a craze in England. [3] 

(http://www.bbc.co.uk/bbcfour/lostdecade/timeline_html.shtml) It was already a compétition dance 
in Australia. 1141 


Jitterbug dancing was also done to early rock and roll. Rockabilly musician Janis Martin equated 
jitterbug with rock and roll dancing in her April 1956 song "Drugstore Rock 'n' Roll": 

The girls fill the jukebox and then demand 
The jitterbug hand-in-hand... 

Drugstore's rockin', rock-rock".[4] (http://rcs-discography.eom/rcs/artists/m/mart5200.htm) [5] 
(http://www.rockabilly.nl/lyricsl/d0016.htm) [6] (http://rcs- 
discography.com/rcs/ss/02/ss2 800.mp3) 

In 1957, the Philadelphia-based télévision show American Bandstand was picked up by the 
American Broadcasting Company and shown across the United States. American Bandstand featured 
currently popular songs, live appearances by musicians, and dancing in the studio. At this time, the 
most popular fast dance was jitterbug, which was described as "a frenetic leftover of the swing era 
ballroom days that was only slightly less acrobatie than Lindy." 11511161 

Rockabilly musicians tumed out several songs in the second half of the 1950s with jitterbug in the 
title and lyrics. 1171 

A 1961 définition of "jitterbug" stated that it was the présent term for a prepared routine performed 
by professionals for exhibitions, a very active dance usually accompanied by loud brazen costumes 
and strenuous acrobatie movements. 

In a 1962 article in the Memphis Commercial Appeal, Bassist Bill Black as leader of his own Bill 
Black Combo listed "jitterbug" along with the twist and cha-cha as "the only dance numbers you can 
play." 1181 

Wham! additionally popularized the term in their 1984 UK Number 1 hit, Wake Me Up Before Yoij 
G o-Go.

La cinquième des 5 danses latines en compétition de danse sportive, le jive y tient la place 
correspondant au rock'n'roll en danse de salon. 

Généralement très appréciée des compétiteurs, cette danse leur demande toutefois une énergie 
particulière, dans la mesure où, dansée sur un rythme rapide et reposant sur des jeux de jambes assez 
fatigants, elle clôture généralement les compétitions de danses latines. 

Descendant du Lindy Hop, elle est devenue populaire en Europe pendant la Seconde Guerre 
mondiale par la musique swing de Benny Goodman, Artie Shaw, Tommy Dorsey et Glenn Miller, ce 
après avoir d'abord conquis l'Ouest, puis les médias du Nouveau Monde, en 1940 sous le nom de 
Jitterbug. Le Boogie, le Rock & Roll ont aussi influencé cette danse qui est très rapide.

WJSVs humble beginning... 

WJSVs call letters once belonged to another radio station that went on the air in 1928. The original WJSV 
was located in Mt Vemon Hills,Virginia (and in conflicting data Alexandria, or Washington DC) on the dial at 
1460 AM (FM broadcast wasn't viable until 1946). According to legend the folks in the original broadcast area 
believed the call letters were an acronym that stood for "Jésus Saves Virginia" but actually stood for James S. 
Vance (general manager of the Fellowship Forum-). In the early '40s, the station became WTOP. Even 
though many stations call letters were assigned by the govemment you'll find a many stations used slogan 
acronyms to détermine these. 

Harry C. Butcher (1910-59), who was a Naval Aide to President Dwight Eisenhower, was Manager of radio 
station WJSV (later WTOP) in Washington D.C. from 1932-1934 and Vice President in charge of WJSVfrom 
1934-1942 . WJSV was a CBS affiliate and in 1939 recorded its entire broadcast day (no small feat in the pre- 
audio tape era).

Listening to this recorded broadcast gives us a sense of what it was like to live in Washington, D.C. on a fall 
day in 1939. Much of the news provided throughout the hours is local (commissioners meeting today on the 
budget; a pétition to improve Leesburg Pike) as are the announcements (a regatta on the Potomac; the 
jitterbug semifinals of the Harvest Moon Bail; an ice cream social hosted by the Grainsville Methodist 
Church). Area businesses sponsor many ofthe programs (Zlotnikthe Furrier, "atthe sign ofthe big white 
bear," 12th and G Northwest; Coast-ln Pontiac, "in the 400 block of Florida Avenue Northeasf'; Kinsman 
Optical Company, "since 1900"). Also, a number ofthe shows are locally originated, such as Sundial with 
Arthur Godfrey, Certified Magic Carpet (a quiz show aired from the Cabinet Room ofthe Willard Hôtel), and 
a Washington Senators baseball game from Griffith Stadium. 

Nor is the larger world neglected. We hear news throughout the day of the war that broke out in Europe 
earlier in the month, and there are reports on such topics as the stock market and the cost of foodstuffe 
nationally. We hear music from artists who are popular throughout the country such as Horace Heidt, Bing 
Crosby and Artie Shaw. And there are plenty of network shows, including almost twenty soap opéras, Amos 
'n' Andy, and Major Bowes' Original Amateur Hour.

"Musical Ability Has Damn Little to Do with 
It": Downbeat Dodges the Racial Issue 


In these two articles, taken from the leading magazine of jazz, Downbeat, in 
October of1939, musicians comment &endash; mostly white musicians, and 
mostly anonymously &endash; on intégration. It shows the startling extent to 
which even musicians saw jazzprimarily as "white"music. 


Shouid Negro Musicians Play in White Bands? 

"No! Definitely No!" said many leaders and side men. 

"But why?" asked DO WN BEAT'S reporters. "It's professional suicide" said 
one, "but don't quote me. It's not fair for Negroes to replace white musicians 
when there is so much unemployment." "The Union shouid forbid it!" said 
another. 

"It will break down race lines," said a third. "But in music and art we thought 
there were no race lines," interposed DOWN BEAT'S reporter. "Of course 
there aren't," replied the musician, "but dance music is a business, not an art. 
And we've got to make a living!" 

Southern musicians were unanimous in denouncing it as a bad idea, full of 
trouble. "The north has spoiled the Negro and success has made him insolent 
and overbearing! " 

"I wouldn't hâve a Negro in my band," said another, "for the simple reason 
that the musical ideas of the Negro and White are too far apart for the best 
results. But I'il be damned if I'H tell anyone what to do. If Benny wants 'em, 
Benny can hâve em." 

"It's too bad," reflected one leader, "that this question can't be decided on 
pure musical ability. The Negro has exceptional musical ability but 
unfortunately for him, there are social overtones involved which, although he 
is not to blâme, still work against him. 

"White people do not want to mix socially with Negroes. Ifs not a question 
of equality, ifs a matter of privacy. And any uninvited trespassing of it is 
bitterly resented. There hâve been many instances of Negro musicians 
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making overtures to white women in the cafés, they were playing. That alone 
is enough to incense a white man against the colored race. But in an 
atmosphère of drinking, where normal restraints are gone-if s murder. 

"You see, and ifs too bad too, but music ability has damn little to do with it." 

Another leader who had guts enough to express himself, but not to be quoted 
said, "when a Negro enters a White band, he loses his identity as a Negro 
musician. I think the musical progress of ail Negro groups such as Duke 
Ellington and Count Basie has been tremendous, and has contributed 
originality and a freshness to American music we would never hâve had if 
there were mixed bands." 

"But after ail it is really up to nobody else but John Q. Public. If the public 
wants Negroes in its white bands, if 11 get Negroes in them. If it doesn't want 
them, well, the box office will always tell us what the answer will be." 

And so they go! 

Free expression of opinion—WHATEVER IT IS! In ffee America! Criticism, 
whether it be good or bad-WITHOUT FEAR OF ARREST OR 
PUNISHMENT. 

The only regrettable thing confronted when the question was asked, ' Should 
Negro Musicians Play in White Bands?’ was the desire by most of the 
musicians who were critics NOT TO BE QUOTED. 

If a man has a serious conviction that something is wrong or not good. HE 
SHOULD HAVE THE COURAGE TO EXPRESS THAT CONVICTION 
PUBLICLY. 

Those musicians who either approved of Benny Goodman’s using Negro 
musicians or could see no harm in it, certainly did not mind being quoted 
(see front page). 

Whether it is good or*bad, in its final analysis, the editors of DO WN BEAT 
frankly do not know. They are trying to encourage musicians to think about it 
instead of feeling about it. 

And if promoting honest discussions about debatable issues can bring those 
issues into an atmosphère of "give and take", reasonableness and 
impartiality, DOWN BEAT will certainly open its columns. 

One thing sure, we want to see a square deal. And any American, no matter 
what his race, his color, or his creed, is entitled to that. 

Benny Should Be Congratulated For His Courage-Jimmy Dorsey 

How do American band leaders and side men feel about Benny Goodman’s 
adding Charlie Christian and Fletcher Henderson, Negro instrumentalists, to 
his band? 

That question aroused tremendous interest last month when Christian, 
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following Henderson, was added. Goodman daims he wants to hâve the best 
band possible to assemble, and he chose Christian and Henderson, he said, 
because "they are the best on their respective instruments." In addition, 
Lionel Hampton is an outstanding member of the Goodman company. 

Jimmy Dorsey Favors It 

Siding in with Benny was Jimmy Dorsey, among others. He said: "Frankly, I 
think Benny should be congratulated for his courage in adding Negro 
musicians to his orchestra. 

"I hâve a very good idea of the criticism to which he'll be subjected, for it 
will be remembered that for nearly a year we had June Richmond as vocalist 
with my band. I also think it would be presumptuous for any leader to tell 
Benny he is jeopardizing his professional future, for offhand I can't think of 
any leader doing better than Benny. To my mind, the question résolves itself 
to one of style. I feel my présent instrumentation, without Negro talent, 
expresses my style best. If Goodman feels he can better express his hand's 
style with colored artists, more power to him. If anyone can make a mixed 
band acceptable to the public-Benny Goodman can!" 

Woody, in making the statement, gathered his band around him and they 
drafted his quotation together. Ail felt the same way. 

Other comments: 

TEDDY WILSON-'T believe the hiring of colored musicians to play in 
white bands is an excellent idea. I think, musically speaking, it is of mutual 
benefit to both. The colored musician is the gainer where quality is 
concemed, and the white musicians are often further inspired by the rhythmic 
feeling of the Negro. I feel that this sort of mixing is conducive to the 
production, of a higher type of swing band. Charlie Christian is the finest 
guitar soloist I hâve ever heard and his addition to Benny's band must be 
musically effective. It is easy to understand that the arrangements of Fletcher 
Henderson must prove to be of great advantage to any musical organization." 

ELLA FITZGERALD—"I believe the hiring of colored musicians in a white 
band is really mutually bénéficiai. Both races hâve a lot to offer each other. It 
would be hard to understand the advisability of radial distinction where 
artistry in musical advancement is concemed. The interchange of musical 
ideas between both races surely must be broadening in influence." 

ARTIE SHAW: "Ifs most unfortunate that there are still promoters who book 
bands on appearance. Every bandleader should be free to hire men on basis 
of ability and ability alone. l'd put colored boys in the band in a minute if 
they had the talent and a great deal of them hâve." 

JACK JENNY : "There should be no discrimination. Sélection of men should 
be on ability basis." 

SHEP FIELDS: "Hâve always regretted préjudice that forbids mixed bands. 
Hope to see it lived down in my génération." 

CASPER REARDON~"Good for Benny! I'm for him. His ideas are like 
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mine. If a Negro is a better performer use him. One cannot hope to draw a 
color line in music or any other art." 

VIDO MUSSO: "I think ifs a terrifie idea and I give Benny a lot of crédit, 
but whether ifs going to go over dépends on the public's reaction. What do 
you suppose will happen if he ever goes down into Texas with the band? I 
not only admire Benny's musical taste in adding these men, I also think his 
using Negroes is a smart promotional and business move to buck ail these 
good swing bands that are coming along to crowd him out of the limelight. 
More power to Benny." 

Asked for opinions, several other "big name" leaders and side men refused to 
be quoted. Interviews with the majority, however, indicate that great progress 
has been made in the last five years in regard to equality of races in the music 
field. Several leaders, in fact, said they believed that "within two more years, 
use of colored artists in white bands will be accepted everywhere in the 
States." 

Ail gave crédit to Goodman for effecting the change.

One of the most revealing collections of Personal papers is 
the Louis and Ruth Wright Papers. Louis Anton Wright and 
Ruth Elizabeth Fisher met and courted as students at the 
University in the 1930s. In their papers are matched sets 
of his and heis dance cards with poems and 
remembrances written from one to the other. These notes 
are charming mémentos from a long ago love affair but 
also a valuable resource for peeking into what student life 
was like in the '30s. I learned from their notes that students 
would frequently head east to Danville, IL (about 40 
minutes from Champaign-Urbana) to swim in a nearby river 
in the early morning hours after a dance had let out, 
retuming to town just in Mme for breakfast and church on 
Sunday morning. Quite différent from the weekend 
acMviMes of today's students! 

Yeah vue went to dances, there were dances at Huff Gym 
for, with ail the Blg Bands. Jan Garber, Wayne King, Guy 
Lombardo, ail those big bands played there. Sometimes I, 

I didnt hâve money for a date, sometimes would get me 
someone for a date, and that allows you to pay a quarter 
and sit up on the balcony and listen to ail evening. Which 
my wife and I did after we were married. And we’d goto 
dances. They had the Freshman Frolic, Sophomore 
Cotillion, Junior Prom, and the Senior Bail. Those were the 
big dances, ail in Huff Gym.

In addiMon to these more Personal remembrances, the 
campus newspaper, The Daily lliini, is filled with ads for 
dance halls and dance lessons as well as articles 
promoMng future dances and recounMng the best gossip 
from past dances. The lllio is also a treasure trove of 
informaMon and photographs of campus sponsored 
dances, balls, coMllions, their organizing committees and 
the imported musical talent. 

I loved to dance and I dated men who loved to dance - 
especially my husband. This big annual class dances - 
the Freshman Frolic, Sophomore Cotillion, Junior and 
senior something, when they brought the big bands to 
campus were spécial. 


There was dancing each weekend on the roof of some hangot t 
on Wright Street. On Sadie Hawkins and Valentine's days, a 
couple could dance underthe stars for $1.00 a couple.

Big bands toured around the country regularty, giving 
performances at venues large and small, and the University of 
Illinois was a common stop. A partial list of groups that 
appeared at these dances, as collected from the lllio, dance 
cards, and oral historiés, includes the likes of Hal Kemp, Duke 
Ellington, Wayne King, Paul Whiteman, Kay Kyser, Clyde 
McCoy, Tommy and Jimmy Dorsey, Ben Bemie, Woody 
Herman, Benny Goodman, Fletcher Henderson, Jimmie 
Lunceford, Jan Garber, Cab Calloway, and Guy Lombardo. 

Okay, well we had bands like Duke Ellington, and Wayne King 
and Paul Whiteman, and Kay Kyser, and ail those big bands. 
They'd corne for ditferent dances the/d hâve, I dont know, 
can't remember where they had them, but they weren't school, 
they were contracted for the Senior Bail, Military Bail, etc. . . 
They had a lot of dance halls and Robeson ’s Roof was open ir 
the summer time, and they had dances on the roof, Friday anc 
Saturday. I dont know if they still do that or not. I would imagir e 
they would hâve some codes that would not allow any such 
thing to go on anymore. I can remember dancing to Clyde 
McCoy, he was playing the ‘Sugar Blues" and I thought, oh, isi it 
this wonderful. The stars are ail out, you know. And the 
blossoms fragrant, it was really something.

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After the V-Disc program ended in 1949, the Armed Services set out to honor the original AFM 
request that the records not be used for commercial purposes. Original masters and stampers were 
destroyed. Leftover V-Discs at bases and on ships were discarded. On some occasions, the FBI and 
the Provost Marshal's Office confiscated and destroyed V-Discs that servicemen had smuggled 
home. An employée at a Los Angeles record company even did some jail time — his crime was the 
illégal possession of over 2500 V-Discs. [1] 

Nevertheless, the Library of Congress has a complété set of V-Discs, and the National Archives did 
save some of the métal stampers. Today, several compilations of V-Disc records are now 
commercially available on compact dise collections. V-Discs are readily available although dises 
from later sériés are scarcer than those from earlier sériés. 

Today, V-Discs are very collectible, with some titles by Glenn Miller, Frank Sinatra or Billie 
Holiday gamering $50-$75 apiece. 

During the United States occupation of Japan, the V-Disc collection in the Service Club at the NYK 
(Nikon Yusen-Kaisha) office building-barracks had several dises by various artists that carried the 
subtitle "Fluffs at a Record Session." Ail of these contained tunes in full by the regular, famous 
American V-Disc artists. The fluffs records were unusual in that each contained some egregious 
error — usually in the lyrics — by the performer. Most of those were humorous and seemed to be 
intentional as is not unusual in recording sessions. The soldiers used to seek out the fluffs and play 
those first.

V-Disc ("V" for Victory) was a morale-boosting initiative involving the production of several sériés 
of recordings during the World War II era by spécial arrangement between the United States 
govemment and various private U.S. record companies. The records were produced for the use of 
United States military personnel overseas. Many popular singers, big bands and orchestras of the era 
recorded spécial V-Disc records. These 12-inch, vinyl 78 rpm gramophone recordings were created 
for the army between October 1943 and May 1949. Navy dises were released between July 1944 and 
September 1945. Twelve inch dises were used because, when 136 grooves per inch were used, they 
could hold up to six and a half minutes of music. 


Army V-discs were issued in sériés A-Z, AA-ZZ and AAA-FFF. Navy V-discs were issued in sériés 
A-N. 


The V-Disc project actually began in June 1941, six months before the United States' involvement in 
World War II, when Captain Howard Bronson was assigned to the Army's Récréation and Welfare 
Section as a musical advisor. Bronson suggested the troops might appreciate a sériés of records 
featuring military band music, inspirational records that could motivate soldiers and improve morale. 
By 1942, the Armed Forces Radio Service (AFRS) sent 16-inch, 33 rpm vinyl transcription dises to 
the troops from eight sources: spécial recording sessions, concerts, récitals, radio broadeasts, film 
sound tracks and commercial records. 


Meanwhile, the American Fédération of Musicians, under the leadership of James Caesar Petrillo, 
were involved in a major recording strike against the four major record companies. This continued 
until the intervention of recording pioneer George Robert Vincent, who was at that point a 
lieutenant. On October 27,1943, Vincent convinced Petrillo to allow his union musicians to record 
sides for the military, as long as the records were not offered for purchase in the United States. From 
that moment on, artists who wanted to record now had an outlet for their productivity — as well as a 
guaranteed, réceptive, enthusiastic worldwide audience of soldiers, sailors and airmen. 

The V-Discs were an instant hit overseas. Soldiers who were tired of hearing the same old recordings 
were treated to new and spécial releases from the top bands of the day. And such a varied sélection - 
big band hits, some swing music, classical performances from the top symphonies, a little jazz here 
and there, even some marching müsic to keep Major Bronson happy. Radio networks sent airchecks 
and live feeds to V-Disc headquarters in New York. Some movie studios sent rehearsal feeds from 
the latest Hollywood motion pictures to V-Disc. Artists gathered at several V-Disc recording 
sessions in theaters around New York and Los Angeles, including CBS Playhouse No. 3 (currently 
the Ed Sullivan Theater), NBC Studio 8H (the current home of Saturday Night Live), and CBS 
Playhouse No. 4 (rebom in the 1970s as Studio 54). V-Discs were pressed by major civilian record 
companies like RCA Victor and Columbia Records. 

Many V-Discs contained spoken-word introductions by bandleaders and artists, wishing good luck 
and prayers for the soldiers overseas, and their hopes for a swift and safe retum. Glenn Miller, for 
instance, introduced V-Disc 65A, issued in December, 1943, with the following message: "This is 
Captain Glenn Miller speaking for the Army Air Force's Training Command Orchestra and we hope 
that you soldiers of the Allied forces enjoy these V-Discs that we're making just for you." V-Discs 
also featured one-of-a-kind performances, as artists who were not shackled by restrictive record 
company contracts could now perform spécial versions of the 1940s' most popular hits. 

The "V" stands for "Victory" although Lieutenant Vincent was quoted later to say that the "V" stood 
for "Vincent". 
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
